_ WITH EACH ROOT ORDER. With a few exceptions, 

this has always been our policy and we are glad to do 

it. This does not apply to plant or wholesale orders, 

Our gardens have been state inspected and have 
been found to be free of dangerously injurious insects 
and plant diseases. 

Spray your dahlias for best results. Leafhoppers 
are the principal offenders in our locality. Try spray- 
ing with D.D.T. or Methoxychlor every ten days after 
they come up for a while and see if they do not do bet- 
ter for you. We used Methoxychlor last season to 
control Mexican Bean Beetle and Japanese Beetle with 
excellent results. It is much less poisonous than D.D.T. 
Follow directions on the can. 

To all we extend a cordial invitation to visit our 
gardens during the growing season and blooming 
period. 

Our gardens are located five miles east of Fairmont, 
one mile off State Route 73, on the Winfield Road at 
the village of Winfield.
